Ir ſeemeth that there wasgreat diuerſitic betwecne 
this age and ours ; for it we ſhould ſee now a King goe to 
plough,a noble man to driue the teame,a gentleman keep 
iheepe, he would be ſcorned for his labour,more then No- 
ab was tor his drunkennefle ; yer when wee read how this 
Monarch of the world thought no ſcorne to play the huſ- 
bandman , wee conſider. not his princely calling norhis 
ancient yeares, nor his large poſlefſions to commend 

his induſtrie, og modeltie, ne 6.0 mind therein, Which 
may teach vs hunulitie,;; though wee lcarne to duldaine 
husbandrie, Ot whom wil we learne to be humble kings 
giue cxamples, and the ſonnc of God humblerth hunſclte 
from heauen tocarth, and yet wee contemne the example 
of the Kings of the carth , and the example of the King 
of heauen, 

Thetime was when eAdam digged and delued, and 
Danid kept iheepe, and all the houſe of Jacob were cal- 
led men occupicd about cartel] ; but as they for this were 
abhominable to the Egyprians( as Ioſes ſayth in the lame 
verſc_)ſo they whichdoe like them, are abhorred of their 
brethren; and they which live by them, ſcorne them 
for their workes , which would be chaſtened themſclues, 
; becauſe they worke not. 

-...}\There was oo art nor ſcience which was ſp much ſet 
(by uz former times , - and is now profitableto the Com- 
mon-wealth, bringing lefle profit vato her ſelfe that may

ſoftly complaine of her fall without cauſe , and her de- 
ſpite from them that live by her , as this painctullicience 
of husbandry : that it is maruell that any man will take 
the paine for the reſt, to bee contemned for his labour, 
and bee a ſcorne tor the reſt, which might bunger and 
ſtarue, ifhee did notlabour torthem more then they do | 
for themſclues. No maruaile then though many inthe 
poore countries nwrmure and complaine', that other 
cannot liue by then , andthey cannot hue themlclues: 
burit is marucll it their complaines doe not grow i tame 
to rebellion , and pull others as low as themlclues : for 
why ſhould che greateſt paine yeeld the leſle profit 2 yer 
thus 1s cheircalc , for if you marke ,you ſhall ſce, thatthe 
husbandman doth bare the price of his fruites ſo ſoone as 
the dearth is palt, though hee raiſeth it a little while that 
dearth Iafteth:; but chey which raiſe the price of their 
wares with him, ſcldome fall againe , but make men pay 
as deare when the dearth ispaſt, as if it were a dearth ſtill, 
Thus aplentifull yeare doth dammage him, and ahard 
yeare doth vantage them, Sothis patnefull mans faine 
to live poorely, fare meancly, goe barcly , bouſe homely, 
riſe early, labour dayly , ſcil cheape, and buy deare, that I 
may trucly ſay, that noman deſcrueth his huing better, 
no manfulkfilleth the law neerer : that is Thouſhaltger 
thy liuing in the ſweate of thy browes, then this poore 
ſonne of Adam, which picks Lis crums out of the earth, 
Therefore he ſhould not bee mocked for his labour whach 
hath vexation inough though all men ſpeake well of him: 
andin my opinion, if any deſerue to be loued for his in- 
nocencie, or for his truth , or his paine, orthe good which 
he brings tothe Common-wealth, thisRealme is not ſo 
much bcholding to any fort ot men, ( but thoſe thar feede 
theſoulc) as thoſe that feede the bodie, that is, thoſe that
